The people of 
Crete, who have never been satisfied 
since the termination of their revolt in ■ 
1867 with the concessions accorded them 
by the Porte, through the intervention | 
of the European powers, are again organ- ! 
izing for revolution. The population of 
that historic island is 270,000, of whom j 
200,000 are Greek christians, the balance ■ 
being mostly Mohammedans. The agree- ' 
ment of 1868 gave the Cretans exemp- 
tion from certain imposts, a representa- 
tive assembly, aud some other features 
of independency, but the hated Turk has 
rem lined in the various garrisons, to 
watch them and intimidate them. A 
large force has been required there, and 
several Turkish iron-clads are constant- 
ly sailing around the island. There is a 
great deal of sympathy in Greece for the 
Cretans. In the last revolution Greek 
aid was furnished, and quite a serious 
complication occurred in consequence 
between Turkey and the European

The large display of canned goods, 
fruit, vegetables and meats, in agricul- 
tural hall, indicates the groat change 
effected in the diet of the people, within 
my remembrance. The improvements 
in refrigerators, and in the implements 
for canning and preserving fruit and 
vegetables here exhibited, show, that 
the fruit season mav be prolonged 
through the year. And just as the laws 
of health and the improved habits of the 
people unite to demand fresh meats, 
fresh fruits and vegetables tho year 
round, and fruit jars are invented and 
put on the market that will keep them 
fresh and free from taint, and house- 
wives are rejoicing that, with less labor 
and cost than heretofore, they can keep 
the household supplied with fresh fruit 
throughout the year, the whole process 
seems likely to be superseded by a re- 
markable invention. 

IIOLT.ATE S PRESERVING CVMPOrSP,

The following letter from Gen. M'Clel- 
lan to a friend in New York will appear 
in the New York papers of to-morrow 
morning : 

Oont'EO, Caxada, August 16, 1870. 

My DSAn Sin — Your very kind letter 
f the tenth has reached me, ami I quite 
concur with you. Deeply impressed by 
tbe grrvity ofthe issues involved in the 
approaching presidential election, and 
believing that the honor of the country 
and the well being of the jicoplc depend 
in no small degree upon the result, I feel 
compelled to depart froxt the reserve 
that has liecome habitual to me, and ex- 
press the earnest convictions that press 
upon me. Under a constitutional gov- 
ernment the formation of political par- 
ties is a neceasary consequence of the di- 
versity of human minds and interests, 
Sentimentalists in their closets iaj»y 

dream of an ideal republic, all of whose 
citizens are perfectly wise, virtuous, and 
consequently unanimous; but such a 
dream can never lie realized on this 
earth, and we must recognize the fact 
that political parties are not only neces- 
sary but beneficial, acting, as they do, 
i checks upon each other. Expe- 
rience has shown, in all constitu- 
tional countries, that when any party 

i i — - uninterrupted power for a very 

long time, especially when the minority 
is too weak to interpose any efficient 
check upon the actions of the majority, 
the tendency is that the leaders liecome 
careless and reckless, forget that there is 
any power to which they are responsi- 
ble, look upon office as a personal pos- 
session and reward, rather than a public 
trust, and learn to regard thei - tenure as 
permanent. fx>, too, the legislative 
bodies become inclined to a system of 
extravagance, which engenders corrup- 
tion, facilitates the formation of rings 
and finally destroys the prosperity of 
the people. The only sure remedy in 
such a case is that the people shall, 
through the ballot-box, place the former 
opposition in power. That our country 
is now in the condition just described is 
proved by the universal and peremptory 
demand for complete reform by the peo- 
ple, without regard to party. Among 
democrats there is no doubt as to tbe 
manner in which the change should be 
accomplished. With many republicans 
the question is whether they can trust 
the professions of their party, or whether 
they must take the disagreeable step of 
breaking away from old political associa- 
tions, by leaving the party under whose 
admnistration ell the evils of which 



the asserted rie;ht of. secession 
has disap|>eared in a sea of bloo 1 ; slav- 
ery has been abolished, never to reap- 
|iear: to the negro has lieen given the 
laghtoof citizenship and suffrage. Wc 
have nothing more 1- do with the re- 
cults save to accept them frankly, and 
watch they remain intact. After many 
trials and tribulations, the .Mates not 
long since arrayed in arms again.-t the 
general government have re-established 
their relations with the union, and re- 
trained their autonomy. Generous cour- 
tesy toward a falh n, but most gallant 
foe, end selfish policy, alike demand 
that we should leave no just thing un- 
done that will restore peate and veil 
being to the south, re-establish fraternal 
feelings in the hearts of all our people, 
and cause of our recent enemies to be 
proud of and love the government ofthe 
iiiii.ui and its ting. The welfare of the 
north is inseparable from that of the 
south, and our country can never attain 
its full force and vigor until i-cace, pros- 
perity and kind feeding reign through- 
out this broad domain. I believe 
that this end can lie la-st 
reached by respecting the ento. 
nomy of the individual states, so long as 
they respect the obligations of the fed- 
eral compact. Allowed to govern them- 
selves, puldic opitiion, self resjiect Bad a 
regard for their own interests will cer- 
tainty suffice to induce the southern 
states to place good men in oilier and to 
enforce the laws. While of the opinion 
that federal interference should never lie 
resorted to, except in the cases provided 
for in the constitution, I also think that, 
it any outrages are committed upon the 
right*] persona or propvrty of any citi- 
zen, whatever his rate, whether white or 
black, and the stale authorities neglect 
or hesitate to do their duty, the general 
government should urge and aid them in 
every legal way to enforce ortler and 
justice, and should use all its legitimate I 
Influence in that direction. Hut I have 
stifficent faith in the honor and ability 
of our southern brethren to believe that, 
when left to themselves, they will well 
know how to enforce just laws, and sc- 
core the rights of the humblest of their 
fellow-citizens. In Mr. Tilden I am 
confident that wc have a candidate pos- 
sessing all the requisites that the exi- 
gencies of the times demand. In a long 
career he has given the surest proofs of 
ability and integrity. It is a very easy j 
thing to preach reform to an opponent, 
but a very difficult affair to carry it out 
in one's own party. This Mr. Tilden 
has had the rare courage and ability to 
do. Against great obstacles be com- 
menced and carried through the hercu- 
lean task of fighting corruption and pur- 
suing the plunderers in his own purty, 
and it is almost superfluous to "ay 
that the courage, energy, untiring |»er- 
severancc and acumen be displayed in 
those memorable contests, prove that be 
possesses, in a most eminent degree, tbe 
qualities so much needed in our chief 
magistrates in the present crisis of our 
affairs. In regard to all queationa of 
finance and reform, wc have the sure 
criterion of his past to enable us to form 
positive convictions as to his future. In 
bis hands may be safely left the task of 
awarding liberal justice on the south, 
while jealously awarding the rights of 
the north, and the issues decided by the 
great struggle ended, I trust and believe, 
forever.

that that territory is forever secu 
the Indian people, should afford Strong 
inducements for the Indians to enter into 
such an agreement. The Indians cannot 
now live uoon their reservation without 
aid of the government, and it is under 
no obligation to continue its supplies of 
food, while no money consideration should 
be offered them as an inducement for any 
undertakiug on their part. It is be- 
lieved that the government will will 
ingly furnish their subsistence, medical 
assistance and schools until they can 
care for themselves, in case of their 
removal to the Indian Territory. If, 
however, they decline to agree to such 
removal, tbey should be informed that 
they will be obliged to go to the Mis- 
souri river to receive such supplies as 
shall be provided under any future act of 
congress and treatise with them now in 
lorcc. 

SALE OF ARM.* STOPPED. . 

The following order has been sent to 
nearly all the Indian agencies by the In' 
dian commissioner ; 

fMBMMi Ansnat 2"2d, 1876. 

Dear Sir — You are advised that all 
sales of arms or ammunition to either 
whites or Indians by parties holding li- 
censes as Indian traders issued by this 
office must l>e stopped instantly. You 
will so notify your traders, and will be 
vigilant in seeing that no violation of 
this order is allowed. If any instance of 
such violation occurs you will revoke 
the license of the offending party and 
report the case to this office for further 
action. 

THE SIOl'X AND BI.AC KFEET. 

Advices from Indian commissioner 
Dickinson, dated Fort Ellice, August 
7th, state that the Sioux now on the war 
path against the I'nited States had sent 
presents of tobacco to the Blackfect In- 
dians and requested the latter to join 
them. The Canadian ln.li:in» r«-fUv'\ tVi«A. 
they would keep the peace, and would not 
join them in fighting. The Sioux sent a 
message in return that when they had 
finished with the Americans they would 
cross over and capture the Blackfcet's 
country. The latter wanted to know if 
they would be assis.cd by mounted 
police, and officers in charge and assured 
them that they would be protected. 
The Blackfect said they could muster 
two thousand warriors if any trouble 
arose. 

THE EAST B1TU BtUDSK. 

The working wire rope, says the New 
York Times, which was hoisted to the 
top of the Brooklyn tower of the East 
river bridge last week, and made fast to 
the anchorage in that city, was yesterday 
towed across the river and connected 
with the New York tower. The wire, or 
rather wires, were coiled around a wood- 
en drum, and placed on a scow. The 
scow was towed across the river by the 
tow-boat Edward Annan, making the 
passage in eight minutes, and paying out 
the wire as she moved toward the New 
York tower. The wire was allowed to 
remain at the bottom of the river until 
the arrangements for hoisting it to the 
top of the New York tower were com- 
pleted. A few minutes before noon, ev- 
erything being in readiness and the river 
between the towers clear of vessels, the 
wire connecting the New York and 
Brooklyn towers was hauled taut. A 
second wire was taken across the river in 
the afternoon and placed in position. 
Six other wires will lie run acro-s before 
the cradles are made fast and the work 
ot building the temporary foot bridge 
commenced. The stretching of the wires 
was carriea on amid the booming of can- 
non and the cheers of enthusiastic crowds 
gathered on the piers on both sides of 
the river.

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It will be remembered that the house 
com in it tee on ways and means refused t« 
report any bill amending the funding 
act of 1K70-'71. It was earnestly urged 
in the senate, and a bill was passed to 
that effect, allowing the secretary of the 
treasury to issue three hundred millions 
of four-and-a-halt-i>er cent bonds, to have 
thirty years to run. The ways and 
means committee beard a nnmbec of 
hankers in behalf of the proposed change 
but as they did not represent the inter- 
ests of government, nor the increase of 
the funds of the treasury, chairman Mor- 
rison, ot the ways and means committee. 
ohMinatcly op p o eed every proposition 
that was made to give to the money 
lenders terms more favorable than had 
the republican congress. The result has 
l»een that no sooner was it known in New- 
York and the money centers of Europe 
that there would be no further change 
in the law, than proposition! were sent 
to the secretary of the treasury by the 
leading hankers of the world to take the 
four-and-a-half t>cr cent, binds at par, in 
gold, with the allowance made for the 
expenses of forwarding and placing the 
same. 

The principal offer has been made by 
the llothchilds and Salicmans, represent- 
ing the syndicate that so rapidly placed 
three hundred millions of the five per 
cent, bonds. Secretary Morrill, in con- 
versation on this subject, said that he 
had not invited these proposals, nor did 
be intend to advertise, as his predecessors 
had done that. The I'nited States bad 
the best securities in the world for 
the investment of home and foreign 
capital. He knew very well what the 
condition of the money market of New- 
York was, and as the credit of our gov- 
ernment was probably ImMm to day than 
it had ever been, it seemed proja-r that 
who dictate the power of empires and 
kingdoms should eolicH from our repub- 
lican government the favor of selling our 
bonds. In fact, the recent sale of five 
per cent, bonds for gold with which to 
pay the Alabama claimants, would, at 
the rate paid for them, place our four- 
and-a-half per cent, binds above par. 
He had not concluded any arrangement, 
nor had he indicated upon exactly what 
terms the bonds should be sold ; but of 
this fact he was certain, that the idle 
capital in this country and Europe 
world readily seek investment in our se- 
curities bearing a low rate of interest 
wherever they were placed upon the 
market. It would lie a matter of some 
•lays Iwfore he could finally decide. 

The impression among those acquainted 
with the fact that the propositions al- 
ready received are of the most favorable 
character, even more favorable than any 
received by secretaries Richardson 
and Bristow, who advertised for propo- 
sals, leads to the conclusion that there is 
a ready market for at least one hundred 
millions, with the option of taking the 
balance, whenever the secretary of the 
treasury is ready to make a contract 
based on the terms as proposed by the 
Seligmansand the Kothschilds. Secretary 
Morrill said he was not at lilierty at 
present to give the names of <he bankers 
nor the proposition made, but be would 
say that the pleasure which the letters 
received had given him was a satisfaction 
which all the routine duties of this office 
could not obscure. 

The regular thing for a Hayes and 
Wheeler party organ to do is to find noth- 
ing good and everything bad in every 
utterance of a political opponent.

Active measures are being taken by 
the attorney general's office to strictly 
enforce all the provisions of the national 
law, not only ha the south, but in every 
part of the country. Oreat care is to be 
taken in the selection of supervisors, and 
all the officers of the I'nited States re- 
sponsible in any degree for insuring 
quiet, and enforce a fa> r election, are to 
receive specific instructions through the 
department of justice. A circular on 
the subject will be issued in a few days. 
Prosecutions are to be at once instituted 
in Alabama against those who perpe- 
trated frauds in the late state election, 
and others who were prominent in exer- 
cising intimidation at the polls in various 
parts of the state. Special counsel have 
already lieen appointed to assist in the 
work, and arrests and trials will take 
place at an early day. Steps are also 
to Ins taken immediately to give 
greater efficiency to the United Stales 
marshal's office in several of the 
southern states, s^me changes of prin- 
cipals and quite a number among the 
deputies have been ordered.

Many members of congress made a 
strenuous opposition to the bill authoriz- 
ing the enlistment of twenty-five hun- 
dred additional cavalrymen to serve 
against the Indians.

It's expected the five 
regiments will carry four of the south- 
ern states, by whipping the negroes into 
line who have either become listless in 
p iliticsor wandered off to the democra- 
cy, and by terrifying the " fiendish " 
white-liners into subjection.

As far back as the second of this 
month, we warned conirress that it would 
lie unsafe to adjourn leaving a free op- 
portunity for the exercise of unrestricted 
power in the hands of such a president as 
Grant. Our warning is already more 
than justified* 

Grant and the senate have lately l>een 
very anxious for the erdargemcnt of the 
army; sad it is now evident, as it has 
l»ecn all along, what object they had in 
this policy. 

The home was weak enough, on the 
last day of the session, to-wit, on Tues- 
day of this week, to assent to the senate's 
demand for an increase of 2,500 men in 
the cavalry arm of the service. The pre- 
tense was that this additional force was 
needed for the Sioux war. It was not 
needed for that war, but for im in the 
southern states during the presidential 
election. 

There is nothing now to be desired, 
and that is, that this military interfer- 
ence of Grant may recoil upon the party 
for whose advantage it is intended. 

In every state in the south where 
adventurersand ignorance have combined 
to control politics and administer upon 
the effects of the intelligent and property- 
holding and business classes, the same 
result has followed— crime, insecurity 
and disorder. There they stand, then, 
two stubborn posts, in the clearly in- 
dicated relation of csuse and effect. 
Without repining, without crimination 
and recrimination, without discussing 
the "first Wow" question of individual 
cases, deeper down than the particular 
parts of any case, stauds thisgreat truth 
underlying them all ; the mass of igno- 
rance arrayed against the man of intel- 
igencc produces these results. The 
other truth stands— the converse of that 
proving the proposition that they are 
cause and effect— that when the intel- 
ligent solid classes who have the deepest 
interest in stability and the greatest 
capacity for government, obtain jiower, 
order, security and peace prevail. The 
record of every state proves it. Virginia, 
Tennessee, North Carolina, J cxas, 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi and Ar- 
kansas. The change in Arkansas 
deerves especial notice. It was most 
disorderly and ruffianly. With the 
advent of democracy the change was 
instantaneous, and even the republican 
negro, ex-judge Gibbs, i„ a speec h here, 
bore testimony to the security and 
peace and absence of race troubles in 
Arkansas, In a fierce speech denouncing 
the people of other states and taking 
hearsay for truth. The change was 
marvelous from republican misrule and 
instability, and insecurity to democratic 
order and peace. It Wa8 as if some 
potent voice had spoken to the troubled 
elements and said, with effective power, 
"Peace be still." 

For their own security and prosperity, 
as well as that of the south, the north 
should sternly and effectively rebuke a 
party which seeks to perpetuate such a 
system and leave the work of complete 
restoration to those who mtut accomplish 
it sooner or later,— NathviUt i»»i#r«an. 



It seems to me, fellow-citizens, that the 
time has come for the people of the 
Cnited States to turn away from the 
discussion of dead issues and devote 
themselves to the solution of living ques- 
tions. The war of the rebellion is now 
a decade behind us, and for all practical 
purposes it is as far distant as the revo- 
lution of a century ago. There is no 
more danger of the restoration of slavery 
or of the southern confederacy than there 
is of the domination of king George the 
Third. In my judgment there is no 
more danger from the rebels of 187(5 than 
there is from the tories of 177o. We are 
now the people of one country. The 
cause of contention has passed away, and 
it is not in the power of mortal man to 
restore it. The south could not restore 
slavery if it would, and would not if it 
could. As stan d by governor Tilden in 
bis mnsaago of 1875, "the questions set- 
tled by the war can never lie re-opened. 
The adoption of the thirteenth, four- 
teenth and fifteenth amendments to the 
federal coii-t it ut "mn closed one great era 
in our jsilitics. It marked the end for- 
ever of the system of human slavery, and 
the struggles that grew out of that sys- 
tem. These amendments have been con- 
clusively adopted, and they have Wen 
adopted in good faith by all political or- 
ganizations, and the people of all sec- 
tions. They close the chapter; they are 
and must be final ; all parties hereafter 
must accept and stand upon them, and 
henceforth our politics are to turn upon 
questions of the present and the future, 
and not nponthoseof the settled and 
final past." 

Wise words are these, and as an anti- 
slavery man from the very beginning of 
my political career, down to this present 
time, I give them greeting. Human 
slavery La this republic is dead, and dead 
forever. Not only is it dead and buried 
by the constitution of the United States, 
but it is dust and ashes, and powder im- 
palpable beneath the slow-moving but 

irresistible provident eaof God Almighty. 

We turn our faces therefore from the 
p;i-L and address ourselves to the ques- 
tions of the present an 1 future, and for 
the solution of thcin we can not give any 
better advice than that given by Gov. 
Tilden in last gubernatorial message: 
"We must build up a new prosperity 
upon the old fo n nd atio nsof American 

self government ; carry back our political 
systems t'» the ideal- of their authors ; 
make governmental institutions simple, 
frugal — meddling little with the private 

concerns of individuals — aiming at fra 
ternity among ourselves and penes 
abroad — and trusting to the jieoplc to 
workout their owj prosperity and hap- 
piness. All the elements of national 
growth and private felicity exist in our 
country in an abundance which provi- 
dence has vouchsafed to DO other people. 
What we need to do is to rescue them 
from governmental folly and rapacity. ' 

These are noble words, and I trust they 
mark the beginning of a new era, as they 
do the beginning of a new century. 

The century gone, to us as a people, 
ban b«vn one of discord ; but now that 
the cause of dissension has ] asset I away, 
there is no reason why the century to 
come should not be one of concord. 

Believing that the principles enunci- 
ated by the democratic party tend to this 
result more than any other, I enlist under 
its banner, and tru»t that the good sense 
of the American people will give it vic- 
tory in November.

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There was captured among the docu- 
mentary records of the confederate gov- 
ernment at Kit hiii"iid,afierthefallof that 
city i:i !>..">, a letter addressed and writ- 
ten in Latin to Jefferson Davis. " presi- 
dent of the confederate states of Amer- 
ica," by Pope Pins IX., of which the 
following is a translation: 

"Illustrious and Honorable Sir 
Health! We have received with all 
fitting kindness' the gentleman sent by 
your excellency to deliver us your let- 
ters bearing date the 2Md of Scptemlier obtained 
last. We certainly exj>erienced no small 
pleasure when we learner! from the same 
gentleman and the letters of your ex- 
cellency with what emotions of joy and 
gratitude towards us you were aftectcd # 
illustrious and honorable sir, when you 
were first made acquainted with our 
letters to thosa reverend brethren. John, 
archbishop of New York, and John, 
archbishop of New < Irleans, written on 
the I Sth of ( tctoberof hut year, in which 
WO again and again urged and exhorted 
the same reverend brethren that, as be- 
hooved their distinguished piety and 
their Episcopal charge, they should most 
zealously use every effort, in our name 
also, to bring to an end the fatal civil 
war that had arisen in those regions, and 
that those peoples of America might at 
length attain mutual peace and concord, 
and be united in mutual charity. And 
very grateful was it to us, illustrious and 
honorable sir, to perceive that you and 
those people were animated with the 
same feelings of jicace and tranquility 
which we so earnestly inculcated in the 
letters mentioned as having lieen ad- 
dressed to the aforesaid reverend breth- 
ren. And would that other |>eople, 
also, of those regions, and their rulers, 
seriously considering how grievous and 
mournful a thine is intestine war, would 
be pleased with tranquil minds to cm- 
brace and enter upon counsels of peace. 
We indeed shall not cease with most 
fervent prayers to beseech and pray God, 
the omnipotent and all good, to >>our out 
the spirit of christian charity and peace 
u»k>ii all those people of America and 
deliver them from the evils so great with 
which they are afflicted. 

"And of the most merciful Lord of 
compassion himself, we likewise pray 
that He may illumine your excellency 
with the light of His grace, and may 
conjoin you in perfect love with ourself. 

"Given at St. Peter's, Dec. 3d, in the 
year lKfi:i, and of our pontificate the 
eighteenth. Pu s P. P. IX." 

The letter was accompanied by tbo 
following note of Mr. A. Dudley Mann , 
who was formerly an assistant secretary 
of state of. the United States, and who 
was sent abroad by Davis as a diplomatic 
agent or commissioner : 

" Bri-ssei-S, May 9, 1864.— Mr. presi- 
dent : Herewith I have the honor to 
transmit the letter which his holiness 
Pope Pius IX. addressed to your excel- 
lency on the third of December last. 
Mr. W\ Jefferson Buchanan has oblig- 
ingly undertaken its conveyance, and 
will deliver it in person. 

' : This letter will grace the archives of 
the executive office in all coming time. 
It will live, too, forever in story as the 
production of the first potentate who 
formally recognized your official posi- 
tion, and accorded to one of the diplo- 
matic representatives of the confederate

All the farmers were of the "well lo 
do' sort, und some of them, who havt 
turned their attention to fruits and mar 
ket gardening, have grown rich. The 
soil is loam, varying from sandy to clay- 
ey, and surface gently undulating, itiler 
sected wjtli small streams aud occasional 
wet meadows, in which deposits of peat 
or muck are stored, sufficient to fertilise 
lhe whole upland surface, after it ha* 
been exhausted of its natural fertility. 

Il is certainly one of the Most exten- 
sive tracts, in an almost level position, 
and suitable condition for pleasant farm- 
ing, lhat we know of ibis side of ihe 
Western prairies. We found some of ihe 
oldest farms apparently jusl as profitably 
productive as when first cleaied of forest 
filly or a hundred years ago.
